(2015  T 06L  303DC6  A8K9RV00)  for  the  hours  you  actually  worked  on  the  site. 


Overtime: 

Should  all  be  charged  to  the  account  favorite  loaded  for  you  in  PPL+  (2015  T 06L 
303DC6  A8K9RV00  ). 


Travel  should  be  charged  to  the  account  favorite  loaded  in  your  PPL+  (2015  T 06L  303DC6 
A8K9RV00) 


This  guidance  applies  to  all  employees  charging  the  Gold  King  Mine  Spill,  Superfund  and  non- 
Superfund  employees. 
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Please  ensure  you  are  no  longer  charging  to  A6LSXX00.
